3. Claim 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: each spout cannot 
be disposed at both an end portion of the upper spoke and at the jointing portion as 
recited. It appears applicant intended to recite that a is spout is disposed at each 
location, not each spout. Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, spouts at the joint 
portion of upper and lower spokes must be shown or the feature canceled from the 
claims (claims 6 and 7). No new matter should be entered.
